Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  iinnual  Report  for  the  year  1964. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  appreciably  lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a 
whole  which  fact  was  in  some  degree  attributable  to  the  relative  paucity 
of  young  married  people  in  this  predominantly  agricultural  area. 

The  Death  Rate  was  slightly  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales, 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  which  is  usually  regarded  as  an  index  of 
social  welfare,  was  slightly  higher  than  the  national  average  but  ov/ing 
to  the  very  small  numbers  of  deaths  concerned  this  fact  ha.d  no 
statistical  significance. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  generally  low. 

Difficulties,  experienced  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  in 
staffing  Sainsbury's  Abattoir  at  Little  Wratting  for  meat  inspection 
purposes  continued  throughout  the  yeo-T  and,  although  those  were 
satisfactorily  resolved  , it  is  obvious  that  a radical  revision  of  the 
present  arrangements  by  the  Ministry  concerned  will  become  essential 
sooner  rather  than  later, 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded  me  in  compiling 
the  Report  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

My  thanlcs  are  also  offered  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout  the 
year.

GL.^iES  MB  CAVMBISE. 


These  works  installed  in  1956  are  situated  about  one  half  mile 
east  of  Clare  a,nd  are  designed  to  treat  sewage  from  a population  of 
2,400.  Four  p’oraping  stations  convey  sewage  to  the  works  from  both 
villages  and  analysis  of  final  effluents  being  discharged  to  the 
River  Stour  shows  that  the  works  are  giving  good  results. 

During  the  year  draft  plans  have  been  prepared  for  increasing  the 
size  of  these  works  to  enable  pending  development  in  Clare  and 
Cavendish  to  take  place.  Plans  include  also  for  laj’^ing  sewers  to 
Serve  the  neighbouring  village  of  Poslingford  and  the  hamlet  of  Chilton. 

KEDINGTQR  MD  GREAT  1/7RATTING. 

These  works  completed  in  1963  are  situated  about  half  mile  east  of 
Kedington  to  which  sewage  is  pumped  from  both  villages.  The  works  are 
designed  to  treat  selvage  from  a population  of  2,100  including  the 
Risbridge  Home.  Analysis  of  final  effluent  show  the  works  to  be  giving 
satisf  action, 

LITTLE  TOATTIHG. 

During  the  year  a sev;er  was  laid  to  serve  15  houses  adjoining  the 
Haverhill  U.D.C.  boundary.  Sewage  is  discharged  in  the  Haverhill  sewers 
and  treated  at  that  Authority’s  disposal  works  by  agreement, 

HUNDON. 

These  new  v;orks  designed  for  a population  of  up  to  6OO  were  put  into 
use  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year, 

STOKE-BY- CLARE. 

Hew  v;orks  to  serve  a population  of  up  to  730  were  in  use  in 
December,  These  are  situated  adjoining  the  river  Stour  and  about  half 
mile  south  east  of  the  village. 

OTHER  VILLAGE  SCHBiES. 

TTETHERSFIELD. 

A commencement  was  made  on  laying  sewers  in  this  village  to  drain 
to  disposal  works  south  of  the  village.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
scheme  will  be  in  operation  late  next  year  or  early  in  1966, 

ITICKHAl^ilBROOK  AHD  COVvTjIHGE. 

Pipelaying  commenced  late  in  the  year  in  the  parish  of  Wickhambrook. 
This  scheme  provides  for  pumping  sev/age  from  Cowlinge  to  be  treated  at 
the  Wickhambrook  disposal  works  situated  in  The  Duddery  area, 

LIDGATE  AI7D  OUSDEH. 

Work  in  these  villages,  which  are  included  in  the  Wickhambrook 
Scheme  contract,  is  to  com.;ience  early  next  year. 

7/IXOE. 

A scheme  for  sewering  the  Church  area  of  this  village  is  in 
preparation.  This  would  serve  about  20  existing  houses  and  be  designed 
to  accommodate  a reasonable  amount  of  future  development.  Works  would 
be  sited  south  of  the  Church  and  adjoining  the  River  Stour, 

GPuEAT  AHD  LITTLE  BRADLEY  AITD  GREAT  AHD  LITT’LE  THUPJiOW. 

A revised  scheme  for  sewering  these  villages  to  a central  disposal 
works  at  Little  Thurlow  was  accepted  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  tenders  for  such  scheme  can  be  obtained  next  year. 

STAHSFIELD,  HAMBDOH,  DEHSTOH  AHD  STILYDISHALL, 

The  possibility  of  draining  these  villages  to  one  works  between 
Stansfield  and  Denston  was  investigated  and  discussed.  It  is  possible 
that  further  consideration  of  such  v/orks  next  year  will  result  in  an 
acceptable  scheme. 
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MAII'^TEUMCE. 


A mobile  gang  of  three  employees  are  employed  on  maintenance  of  the 
completed  works  above,  together  with  15  small  Vv?orks  installed  within 
the  last  few  years  to  serve  housing  sites  not  adjoining  village  sewers, 

A further  employee  is  to  be  engaged  upon  completion  of  the  Wickhanbrook 
and  Lidgate  sewerage  schemes. 

C.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AITD  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

A kerbside  collection  of  bin  refuse  is  undertaken  in  all  parishes 
fortnightly. 

Collection  is  done  by  three  full  time  employees.  It  is  becoming  obvious 
that  the  number  of  collectors  will  rise  in  viev^r  of  the  number  of  new  houses 
being  erected  throughout  the  area. 

Tipping  of  refuse  takes  place  at  Kedington  and  Denston  where  two 
disused  quarries  are  being  filled  up.  This  form  of  uncontrolled  tipping  is 
not  satisfactory  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  discussions  can  take  place  soon 
with  a view  to  finding  a more  hygienic  method  of  refuse  disposal. 

Some  collection  of  waste  paper  continues.  This  is  sold  unbaled. 

Septic  tanks  on  Council  house  estates  continue  to  be  emptied  by  a 
Contractor,  and  the  scheme  for  clearance  of  private  cesspools  by  contract 
is  functioning  reasonably  well,  Luring  the  year  255  cesspools  were  cleared. 
Contents  are  disposed  of  on  to  farmland  and  this  has  occasionally  given  rise 
to  complaint.  There  would  appear  to  be  a case  for  investigating  the  disposal 
of  this  septic  sewage  at  one  of  your  existing  or  proposed  sewage  disposal 
works. 

A small  amount  of  trade  refuse  is  collected  on  pre-payment  from  traders 
in  Clare.
